have disappeared BO gradually that, 
being much concerned with our per- 
sonal affairs and unless intimately as- 
sociated with us as individuals, they 
have gone almost without notice.

They 
have, in Franklin's own writing, sen- 
tences made with different Kinds of 
Ink, showing which of these Inks fad- 
ed and which retained all their fine 
black color. The ink used in Boston 
has been tested for durability, though 
not so thoroughly as Franklin's inks 
were."—Philadelphia Record.

But the Outlook for the Crop is Still 


Full 
of 
Promise—Wheat Dis- 
appointing. 


Springfield, 
June 
23—"Light 
to 


heavy showers occurred 
the 
latter 
part of the 
week. Vegetation was 


needing moisture and an unfavorable 
condition was relieved. The rain area 
is believed to have covered the entire 
state. The temperaluie wan consider' 
ahly below normal, but no damaging 
effects ensued, except the retarding of 
crop development, Field 
work 
has 


been actively prosecuted under most 
favorable conditions. 
"The harvesting of wheat Is practi- 
cally finished in the southern district 
with uniformly disappointing results. 
The yield will be far below the aver- 
age, some estimates placing the pro- 
duce at one-fourth to one-half the av- 
erage crop. The crop is ripening slow- 
ly in the central district; some fields 
are ripe, and harvest is In 
progress. 


While the crop 
has recently made 
great improvement, the harvest, so 
far, 
is below expectations. 


"Rye and barley are leading and 


are in promising condition. Some fields 
of rye are ripe and ready for harvest. 


"The condition of corn is very un- 


even. It shows all stages from just 
up to the plant fifteen inches high. The 
crop is generally small and backward. 
B-ut little growth has been made dur- 
ing the week, the weather being too 
cool. Much cultivating has been done 
and the fields are clean almost with- 
out exception. Many fields have been 
cultivated the second time. 
"In the region of heaviest produc- 


tion, the northem district, oats 
are 
generally in a promising stage of de- 
velopment, and give promise of an 
average yield. 
In the central district 


the crop" is uneven and short. Some 
complaint is made of rust and weeds, 
but the general condition is satisfuc.-
